Transportatftn by water has been

Budd's Proclamation. 


They Have Got Gall. 


Governor James H. Budd has issued 
the following: 
' 


-• Many applications bavmg K e n made 
to me by various military Organizations 
in this State, coming within the scope 
of said law, - requesting permission to 
parade and drtjl with armsn. 


Now, therefore, in accordance with 
the power and authority vested in me 
by said law, I, James H. Budd, Gov­ 
ernor of the State of California, will 
permit such military companies or or­ 
ganizations to parade and drill with 
arms only on the following conditions 
towit: 


First—That the oath of allegiance' 
to the United States and the State of 
California be taken by each member of 
s\ich military company or organization 
so drilling 0? "parading. 
. Second—That said, oadis be- filed in 
the effigy of Uu' adjutant-general of 
California, with . an agreement by said 
organization that at any and all times, 
when called upon to defend the Gov­ 
ernment or unhold the laws of the 
Unitei'SjIates'or of the State of Cali­ 
fornia, !br in case*, of emergency, such 
military company or organization will 
place itself and; its arms and equip­ 
ments ujader the authority and control 
of the executive^power of 
, ;the 
United 
States or of the commander-in-chief of 
the State. 


Third—That a copy of the constitu 
tiori and by-laws of such military com- 


! 
>any or organization, asking such a 
icense, be first filed with, and be ap­ 
proved by, the: Governor.

It would not take anybody long to 
be convinced that there is something 
rotten in Denmark when they glance 
over the list of reductions made in the 


. 
raitrbad assessment as assessed by Mr. 
TJIKon, By ffig Board of Equalization, 
and the members of that Board will 
have some pretty hard Work explaining 
how they coold arrive at the conclusion 
that the railroad' improvements on the 
mole were only worth $10,600; that the 
steamers Alameda and El Capitan are 
.only worth $5000 
each; that the 
.steamers Oakland and Piedmont are 
only worth $30,000 each; the Bay City 
and Newark only $17,000 each; and 
that the large iron depot at the mole 


is worth but $100,000, and other im- 


' provements owned by the Southern 
fcdclfic Company in proportion. 


The assessments made by Mr. Dal- 
tpn in some instances may have been 


two high, but if they were it was but 
vdry little. 
Every person with one

particle of sense knows that the assess 


1 merits made upon the property by the 
Board of Equalization is entirely too 


low that in fact they are simply nothing. 
In other words the Southern Pacific 
^Railroad Company can take $5,000,000

A CHANCE FOR SPECULATION- 


The people of Berkeley have been 
crying out for ft long time for a ferry 
service between here and San Fran­ 
cisco, and it has nearly always been 
frowned down on account of the im­ 
mense cost. 
It is very evident that 
the people who have talked about this 
immense cost do not know what they 
wete talking about 
Any person or 
company with a cash capital of $50,000 
Can equip the line and go right into 
business, and rake down some of that 


, $(,000,000 per year that the Southern 
Pacific now gets from the people of 
Alameda, Oakland and Berkeley, be­ 
sides the carrying of freight. 


The Board of Equalization of this 
county have decided that ferry boats 
like the El Capitan and Alameda are 
only worth $5000 each and that a 
wharf lik^ the. Oakland mole is worth 
but $10,000. 
This being the case two 
boats like the steamers named above 
could be purchased at a cost of $ic- 
000; a wharf could be built out to deep 
water at the foot of Bancroft way for 
$10,000; freight sheds and a depot on 
this side could be erected for $10,000 
more making a total of $30,000 and 
the company would be ready for busi> 
nesB with a surplus of $20,000 to pay 
running expenses. 


In course of time the San Francisco 
and San Joaquin Valley Railroad com­ 
pany would run their passenger and 
freight trains to West Berkeley and 
transfer to the West Berkeley Ferry 
-Company's boats. 
By that time the 
company will have earned enough to 
puc on a freight boat like the Thorough­ 
fare, which the Board of Equalization 
says is but worth $20,000. 


It Would be well for capitalists to 
look into this matter for it means a 
great investment with quick returns. 


There iSa who$p and a shout from 


all sjdas of the M^ofsxtureW Asso» 
ciatiqns, urging the press to "stand in" 
and cultivate demand for California- 
made goods. 
O f course, of course; 
that is the duty of the press. But

BRADY, the man who it is supposed 
held up the train upon which Sheriff 
Bogard of Tehama county was killed, 


was captured yesterday while walking 
along the county road, near Richland, 
in Sacramento county, by a Justice of 
the Peace.

He was carrying a bundle, 
which, when opened, proved to be a 
sawed-off shotgun, 
which he would 
have been unable to use had he wanted 
to resist arrest. 
He freely 
admitted 
that he was the man whom the officers 
have been looking for, but stoutly de­ 
nies that he had anything to do with 
the train robbery or with the killing of 
Sheriff Bogard. 
When asked why he 
had given the officers such a chase, he 
said that it was because circumstances 
pointed towards him, as he had taken 
a bicycle from San Francisco at the 
time 
mentioned, 
and 'was in the 
neighborhood 
of the train robbery 
when it occurred. 
He states that his 
partner, who was killed, wanted him 
to go into the train robbery but that 
he refused and parted from him the 
night before. 
If the story of his 
wanderings are true he has been right 
among the detectives and man hunters 
ever since the crime was committed, 
having been in Fresno, Stockton, San 
Jose and other places. 
He says he 


was hiding under a bridge when the 
officers got the drop on him. 
When 
he was shot near Redding he received 
about twenty shots in his side and 
then the constable who shot him ran 
away.

One Firm Bold T^WO.000 Pack* of Fir*. 


A QUEER ANIMAL 


Btlag 
Che Atufcrallan Back bill Carries a 
In O M Lag. 


Australia certainly holds the palm 
for queer and uncouth animals. 
Chief 
among these is the duckbill, or omitho- 
rhynchas, which Sidney Smith described 
as " a Idnd of mole -with webbed feet 
and the bill of a dock, which agitated 
Sir Joseph Banks and rendered him 
miserable from his utter inability to 
decide whether it was a bird or a beast " 
It was only reoehtly that it was proved 
beyond a doubt that this curious animal 
lays eggs like a bird, though this had 
long been reported by travelers. Now 
comes the news that it has a sting on 
its hind leg, oapable of killing by its 
poisonous effects. 
We quote from The 
Lancet : 


"For a long time it was considered to 
be quite harmless and destitute of any 
weapon of offense, although the hind 
legs of the males were armed with a 
powerful 
spur, apparently 
connected 
with a gland. Then the opinion was ad­ 
vanced that this might be a weapon al­ 
lied to the poisonous armory of snakes, 
scorpions and bees, all of which 
a sort of hypodermics poison syringe. 
Though one set of observers asserted 
that this was the case, another set denied 
it, and so Dr. Stuart determined, if pos­ 
sible, to solve this question. He received 
two independent accounts, which coin­ 
cided perfectly, and from them he con­ 
cludes that at certain seasons, at all 
events, the secretion is virulently poi­ 
sonous. 
The mode of attack is not by 
scratching, but by lateral inward move­ 
ments of the bind legs. 
Two cases are 
reported in dogs. 
One dog was 'stung' 
three times, the symptoms much resem­ 
bling those from bee or hornet poison. 
The 'dog was evidently in great pain and 
very drowsy, but there were no tremors, 
convulsions or staggering. It is worthy 
of note that a certain immunity seems 
obtainable, for the dog Buffered Jess on 
the second occasion and still less on the 
third. Two oases of men being wounded 
are reported, in both of which the ani­ 
mals were irritated, one by being shot 
and handled, the other by being handled 
only; the symptoms were the same as 
in the dog. • No deaths are reported in 
human beings, but four in doga "—Lit­ 
erary Digest
